ager of Ontario, last night bravely 
prepared to enter San Quentin. Al- 
ford will be taken to the peniten- 
tiary today by Leo A. Stromee, an 
acting deputy sheriff, to begin serv- 
ing his sentence of from 2 to 20 
years for the theft of more than 
$30,000 from the City of Ontario. 

“I do not feel that I am entering 
San Quentin as a prisoner,’ said 
Alford in his cell in the county jail 
yesterday. “I look upon my entering 
the prison as an opportunity to 
study and fit myself toward becoming 
a man-—a man who can be respect- 
ed, when I come out. 

Will Hope For Better Things 

“It’s not pleasant—going to 
the penitentiary, but I am going to 
make the best of it. I will accept 
any assignment, do my best on it 
and hope for better things.” 

Alford neared the breaking point 
after a visit with his mother and 
wife, both of whom kissed him again 
as they left after an hour's visit. 
It is the breaking of his mother’s 
heart that hurts Alford, he said, 
more than serving a sentence in 
the penitentiary. Later in the after- 
noon, however, the ex-city manager 
regained — his composure, and an- 
nounced that he was ready. 

Praises Officers For Treatment 

Alford praised the courtesy shown 


very 


him by Sheriff Walter A. Shay and 
Jailor Joe H. Berry during his con- 
finement in the jail. “I have not; 
been treated as if I was distrusted 


and I certainly appreciate it,’ he 
said. “I shall never violate’ any 
trust which the sheriff places in me. 
He’s a gentleman and the pegople of 
the county, those who are fortunate 


enough never to have been in jail, 
cannot appreciate his worth.” 
Alford’s leaving for the  peniten- 


tiary ends, at least for the present, 
the most sensational case in the 
history of San Bernardino County. 
Indicted for the theft of $30,000 
from the treasury of Ontario through 
fictitious invoices paid by the city 
on his approval, Alford was convict- 
ed on the first ballot by a jury, end- 
ing a trial of five weeks. He drop- 
ped, oh. paid the City of On-

There is a greater restlessness on 
the part of motorists throughout 
America this summer than ever be- 
fore in history, according to officials 
of the Automobile Club of Southern 
‘alifornia, * 

Where are these restless motorists 





going, what is their aim, and why 
are they moving about so much? 
This query has been pretty well 


answered in data compiled at the 
club offices 

One for nation-wide 
splurge among auto owners, and this 
applies in a large sense to Southern 
California, the improved  condi- 
tion of roads leading across the con- 
tinent to the west, and leading to 
the national parks of the country. 

On of fifty cars per 

day are entering California at 
Needles over the National Old Trails 
route. These cars bring an average 
of 200 visitors into this part of the 
state every day.

On the other 
hand, seores of motoring parties are 
leaving Southern California since the 
schools have been dismissed, for the 
Yellowstone, Glacier and Zion Can- 
yon districts.

When Mr. Wynne produced city 
records tc show that the bond is- 
gues in question were in the amounts 
of $35,000 and $72,000, instead of 
$50,000 and $150,000, as set forth in 
the petition, the man who brought 
it in changed the amounts in pencil, 
despite the fact that the signatures 
had been secured before the altera- 
tion was made. 

As a matter of fact, it is said that 
city records show that practically the 
entire amount of the first bond issue 
referred to was used for the im- 
provement of the east driveway of 
Euclid Avenue from G Street to the 
north city limits, all outside the 
original half-mile square of the city, 
and much of it in the territory from 
which the petition came. 

Of the $72,000 issue, it is said 
that much of the amount went for 
the improvement of streets in the 
outlying district, including West 
Tenth Street, which, forming the di- 
viding line between the two cities, 
was improved jointly by Ontario and 
Upland. 

Former Mayor W. A. Freemire, 
who was at the head of the city gov- 
erning body when much of this 
money was dispensed, stated emphat- 
ically today that the assertion that 
the bond money was spent exclusive- 
ly in and about the half-mile square 
was entirely without foundation in 
fact. 

Mayor Willard D. Ball gave it as 
his opinion that people from one 
section of the city seeing street im- 
provements in another section fail- 
ed to realize that the paving was 
being paid for by the abutting prop- 
erty under the Vrooman Act and, 
without investigating, take it for 
granted that their particular section 
is being slighted. 

The offending petition was ordered 
placed on file without action of any 
kind being taken.

over by competent and disinterested 
judges trained in the law. 

Someone Must Have Authority 

“From time immemorial the duty 
of construing contracts, of determin- 
ing the bounds of action under | 
same, has devolved upon the courts. | 
Someone must say what may and 
may not be done under the terms 
of the Federal Constitution. Some- 
one must have the authority to de- 
clare: ‘Thus far shalt thou go and 
no further’ To take the power 
from the courts would be to go to 
the practice of the ages; to give 
the power to Congress would be to 
change this from a _ constitutional 
form of government to a congression- 
al form of government, pure and 
simple. Under such an arrangement, 
Congress would construe its own 
powers, determine the limits upon 
its own action and effectively say 
what it might and might not be able 
to do. Both wisdom and expediency 
to me argue against such 4 course. 

“Another senator of the United 
States suggests that the power on 
the part of the Supreme Court to 
declare an act of Congress uncon. 
stitutional shall not be exercised 
except in the event that seven out 
.of the nine judges constituting that 
court shall agree upon the matter. 
In other words, several laws have 
been held unconstitutional by a five 
to four vote and it is now a grow- 
ing thought that no law shall be 
held unconstitutional unless at least 
seven concur in that conclusion. I 
cannot bring myself to believe in 
the wisdom of this proposition. In 
the first place, in almost everything 
that affects our political life, we go 
upon the theory that the majority 
shall rule. Congress passes its laws 
by a mere majority and in either 
house a provision of questioned pro- 
priety may become a law by the 
preponderating vote of but one man. 
Aside from that, however, to ac- 
cept the suggestion made would be 
to face the possibility of having a 
law actually enforced as_ constitu- 
tional, although six of the judges 
of the Supreme Court might, after 
careful consideration, have deter- 
mined it to be unconstitutional. In 
other words, there could be a six 
to three, or two to one, vote against 
the validity of the law and yet the 
law would be held valid because of 
the requirement that seven must 
join in its denouncement. It would 
seem to me that a condition which 
would permit two-thirds of the high- 
est court of our land to unite in 
holding a law void and ineffectual for 
any purpose because of conflict with 
the Constitution and yet at the 
same time permit the law to stand 
as valid, would serve indubitably to 
induce disrespect for law and dis- 
respect for the mandates of organ- 
ized government. 

Fair Chance Guaranteed 

“Summed up, these are the things 
guaranteed by our Constitution: a 
free conscience, a free ballot, a free 
school, free’ speech and a fair 
chance. These constitute the max- 
imum of demand of any well mean- 
ing American; thesé constitute the 
minimum of acceptance of any self- 
respecting American. To their full 
and unrestrained realization you and 
I, if we believe in the Declaration 
of Independence and if we approve 
of the things done under its inspira- 
tion, stand unalterably and frrevoc- 
ably committed. The American Gov- 
ernment to which we owe so much, 
may be perpetuated only if these 
fundamental rights shall continue to 
be regarded as inviolable and = as 
equal. If not inviolable, they are 
mere privileges, revocable at will; 
if not equal, they are but the pos- 
session of a class, whatever that 
class may be. They can last and 
be made available for us all only as 
long as the Constitution, their creat- 
or, itself lasts. Burke said: ‘You 
cannot love where you ought to love 
unless you hate where you ought 
to hate.’ In that spirit, whatsoever 
may be his plan or purpose, whence- 
soever the cause or the suggestion, 
the enemy of the Constitution is my 





enemy; the friend of the Constitu- 
tion is my friend. 
“And so there it is—the Consti- 


tution of the United States—the di- 
rect descendant of the work done on 
the day we now celebrate; the first 
and foremost of its kind. ‘The most 
wonderful work ever struck off at 
one time by the brain and purpose 
of man. The fruitage of countless 
ages of human aspiration; the con- 
summation of man’s struggle for lib- 
erty with justice; the crowning glory 
of Anglo-Saxon civilization. Visioned 
by Washington and Jefferson and 
Hamilton and Madison, woven into 
a stately garment of perfect form 


and fit by the matchless eloquence of | 


Webster and the incontrovertible 
logic of Marshall, and finally sancti- 
fied by the sacrificial blood of Lin- 


coin, it drapes the altar of our 
destiny.

these parks. When Cy gets into St. 
Louis, Chicago and Pittsburgn, he isn’t 
going to be handicapped much. He can 
reach the right field wall in any of 
these places. Only in Redmond field, 
Cincinnati, will he be up against real 
distance. 


Started by Babe Ruth. 

The funny part of it 's that Cy 
never was a grefit slugger till all this 
to-do over Ruth started. He begun 
his career in the big leagues with the 
Chicago Cubs, and though he was 
known as a dependable hitter, he never 
set Lake Michigan afire. His best 
record with the Cubs in the way of bat- 
ting was .279 made in 1916. Nobody 
thought much of his trade to the Phil- 
lies for Dode Paskert at the close 
of the 1917 season, except to feel that 
it was tough to see a young fellow 
traded to the Phillies. 

But Williams really began hitting 
then. He shot a .3825 in 1920, a .320 
in 1921, and a .3808 last year. With 
last year’s .308 he provided 26 home 
runs, which placed .him secona w 
Rogers Hornsby, the National league 
leader. That suecess gave him the 
idea that he really@gould smack four- 
baggers, and he has started out this 
season as no hitter ever started before.

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CATCHER CAN ASSIST 
CONTROL OF PITCHER 


Many Things Backstop Can Do 
to Help Win Games. 








(By CARL LUNDGREN, Baseball Coach, 
University of Illinois.) 


The catcher should make a good 
target of himself for the pitcher to 
throw at. Oftentimes a pitcher may 
be missing the plate either inside or 
outside continually; move a little in 
the opposite direction. He may be 
pitching too high; keep your body a 
little lower. These things may help 
his control considerably. 

Make a target of yourself on the 
home plate for your outfielders to 
throw at. Take throws as near the 
plate as possible from the outfield or 
as near the base line as possible when 
there is a base runner to be tagged. 

Practice throwing the mask from 
your head rapidly in order to go after 
foul flys. Learn to judge where they 
are going as soon as they leave the 


bat and go after them fast, always 
remembering that unless the wind 


stops them they always come back 
toward the diamond due to the Eng- 
lish given to the ball by the bat. 

Back up first base on throws from 
the second baseman end on double 
plays where the first man is retired 
at second base. 

Return the ball to the pitcher at

Never dot the ball back to him care- 
lessly, but put It back to him quickly.

With the continued discussion of the 
effect on the United States of the huge 
gold supply that world economic con- 
ditions have driven to our shores, the 
region that produces more of the pre- 
cious metal than any other area takes 
on an added interest, This is the fa- 
mous “Rand” (officially Witwaters- 
rand) of the Transvaal, South Africa, 
that in the relatively brief period since 
its discovery has swelled the annual 
|stream of new gold to nearly twice its 
‘volume. In keeping with traditions, 
this great reservoir of the metal, 
“bright and yellow, hard and cold,” 
has given a stormy as well as a gilded 
history to the corner of the Transvaal 
in which it was uncovered. It built 
up in a few years a city of 284,000 
souls drawn from all parts of the 
world; it caused raids, labor troubles, 
and a bloody major war; and I!t vitally 
changed the map and political com- 
plexity of Africa. 





The Boers trekked over the Rand re- 
gion and raised thelr live stock on its 
Jaemi-barren slopes for years without 
‘realizing that below their feet lay the 
greatest volume of rich gold ore known 
'to exist. The discovery of the ore 
jwas made In 1885, but the region did 
not realize its prosperity immediately. 
The gold is finely divided in a con- 
glomerate rock and {ts profitable re- 
covery calls for the highest degree In 
‘scientific treatment. The ore must be 
‘erushed by heavy stamps and then 
treated by the cyanide process. The 
jore beds extend for more than 60 
miles along the low hills known as 
“the Rand” and mines were opened 
at various points. 

By ‘1891 much of the surface veln 
of cre had been exhausted and it was 
feared that the fleld would be short 
lived. Then it was discovered that the 
main gold reef below is for all practl- 
eal purposes without bottom and that 
ithe extent of rich ore from which 
\gold may be taken Is only limited by 
the practicability of man's working at 
great depths. The average gold con- 
tent of the ore is worth nearly $10 a 
ton, and engineers huve estimated that 
there remain itn the Rand ores worth 
many billions of dollars. 


Boom Brought the Boer War. 


By 1895 the Rand was in the midst 
of a tremendous boom. Investors, 
prospectors, laborers and soldiers of 
fortune flocked in. The necessary 
heavy machinery was hauled for hun- 
‘dreds of miles and brought In over 
mountain passes by wagons and ox- 
teams. The output of yellow meta! 
mounted rapidly, and with it grew the 
‘troubles that brought on the Boer war. 

The city of Johannesburg was born 
of the gold discovery and rose to the 
atature of a city in the space of a 
few years practically “on the dig- 
gin’s.” It Je almost on the crest of 
the Rand. 


By 1906 the Rand's annual produc- 
tion passed that of all North Amer- 
fea. Before the World war the an- 
nual recovery reached $175,000,000, and 
by 1920 the output had again climbed 
to $188,000,000, an amount which rep- 
resented roughly half the entire world 
production in that year. In 1921 a new 
peak was reached when gold valued 
at about $200,000,000 was taken from 
the Rand. 


Johannesburg is situated about mid- 
way along the Rand, There are a num- 
ber of true suburbs strung out on the 
slopes of the ridge devoted largely to 
the residences of the well-to-do; and in 
addition, farther away along the Rand, 
are smaller satellite towns. Nine 
miles to the east lies Germiston 
aix miles farther, Boksburg. Twenty 
one miles to the west is Krugersdorp. 
Fer about 25 miles in each direction 
from the city one is never out of sight 
of tall chimneys, ugly crushing houses, 
and labor compounds which tell the 
eve that this Is a scene of unceasing 
activity.

Johannesburg a Fine City. 

Much of the tremendous wealth that 
has come out of the reef has flowed 
abroad, a fact, incidentally, which is 
responsible for much of the bitterness 
that has existed among the white 
miners and the Boer farmers. But 
some of the millionaires and sub-mil- 
lionaires have spent lavishly in the 
country, and these expenditures, as 
well as the millions spent in opera- 
tion, have enriched Johannesburg. Ex- 
cep@ag two cities near the Mediter- 
ranean, which may be considered as 
belonging to a separate civilization, 
Johannesburg is the metropolis of Af- 
rica. It has a population of more 
than 284,000, of which more than 150,- 
000 are white. 

It is a city of numerous substantial 
buildings, some of them of many 
stories, resembling more nearly Amer- 
ican structures than those of Hurope. 
Wide ‘asphalt streets, theaters, luxuri- 
ous clubs, and the finest hotel south of 
the equator are other features that 
go to make “Joburg” an up-to-date, 
comfortable city. In the suburbs are 
many fine residences; and the country 
club will compare favorably with sim- 
ilar institutions on any of the six 
continents. The altitude of more than 
an mile above sea level makes the 
city healthful and comfortable despite 
its nearness to the tropics. 

But despite its opulence Johannes- 
burg still has some of the earmarks 
of a mining camp. In the sumptuous 
clubs booted prospectors are to be seen 
side by side with carefully manicured 
financiers, The iron-roofed shack of 
the early days has not entirely disap- 
peared; gambling hells and grog shops 
can be found with ease by miners in 
the city to spend their earnings in the 
traditional way of the mining camp. 
Nor is the elty, for all its public Im- 
provements and architecture, entirely 
a Twentleth century white man’s com- 
munity. More than 100,000 African 
natives live within its limits, Motor- 
cars predominate in the traffic, but 
the heavy Boer wagon has not been 
thrust entirely out of the picture. And 
one can ride over the asphalt—or could 
a few years ago—tin a “rikisha” drawn 
by a feather-bedecked Zuiu, 

Scene of Much Turbulence, 

Turbulence has been the lot of Jo- 
hannesburg since Its birth in 1885, 
and many of its problems have plv- 
oted around the mine owners and la- 
borers. The Boer war really grew out of 
the discovery of gold on the Rand and 
the resulting influx of thousands of

MUFFLER WORTHY | 8Room RECOMMENDED 


OF PROPER CARE 


Device Has Distinct and Benefi- 
cial Purpose and Should be 
Kept Clean. 





(By ERWIN GREER, President Greer 
College of Automotive Engineering.) 
Tucked away back under the Car, 

where it is out of sight and out of 

mind, the muffler is usually the most 
neglected part of the car. Indeed, it 
is “cut out” altogether by many just 
as soon as the traffic cop is left be- 
hind. It should not be so. The muf- 
fler has a distinct and beneficia! pur- 
pose and is worthy of careful re- 
gard. Without it there would be no 
pleasure in riding and the pedestrian 
and dweller by the roadside would 
need pads on their ears. Those who 
can remember the days before “muf- 
flers were required on cars will bear 
witness to the necessity. 

How Muffler Works. 

This is why: In the operation of 
the engine the exhaust valve opens 
while the burned gus ts yet under 
pressure of 25 to 30 pounds a square 
inch. Let directly into the air ft 
would “knock a hole in it” and the 
report would be deafening, There 
would be no talking in the car or 
its vicinity. The muffler provides 
n chamber, where the exhaust gases 
may expand and likewise cool, 
thereby lessening the pressure, and 
by permitting the gases to pass off 
slowly through a multiplicity of small 
passuges the exhaust reaches the 
air quietly, instead of with a rush 
and a “big nolse.” 

Clogging of the muffler and back 
pressure of unescaped gas prevent 
the cylinders from being emptied of 


burned gases. ‘This prevents draw- 
ing tn a full charge of  mix- 
ture on the intake stroke, the ex- 


plosion is weak and power lessened. 
It would be possible to so clog the 
exhaust that the throttle would be 
useless; opening it would have no 
effect. Likewise In starting, the first 
explosions would choke the exhaust, 
there would be a sputter and the en- 
gine would stop because so little 
fresh mixture could enter the cylin- 
ders. 
Get Rid of Carbon. 

The driver who uses kerosene fn 
the cylinders to get rid of carbon will 
likely transfer it from cylinder to 
mufller unless he opens the cutout 
when running the engine to blow out 
the kerosene and carbon, for the mix- 
ture is nice and soft to plaster over 
walls of the mufiler, and the heat will 


quickly bake It Into a nice enamel, 
covering holes and walls. 
While the muffler on most cars Is 


in a most inconvenient place to get 
at, the driver should take it off oc- 
casionally and clean It out, or expect 
eventually have trouble, and per- 
baps have It blown ag. This Is one 
thing you are not likely to find cov- 
ered by the manufacturer's book, but 
it is none the less important.

Motorist Should Stop and Re- 
move Broken Giass in Road. 


Every motorist owes a duty to him- 
self and all other drivers to stop his 
car and remove from the highway all 
broken glass or other substance dan- 
geroug to tires which he notices in his 
travels. 

A large tire concern recommends 
that a small brush or broom be made 
part of the equipment of eacii automo- 
bile and that the automobile owners of 
the country pledge themselves to stop 
thelr cars and sweep off from the high- 
way any glass or harmful substance 
encountered. If each automobilist 
would follow such a policy, it would 
not be necessary for the average man 
to remove glass more than a few times 
a year. 

When a cluster of broken bits of 
glass is allowed to remain on a high- 
way until it has been entirely swept 
off by tires or carried away embedded 
fn tires, probably hundreds of cary 
have their tires more or less injured 
before the glass disappears. If it is re- 
moved by the first man who sees it, 
hundreds of other machines are free 
from danger of tire trouble. 

The Automobile Club of Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., was the first automobile 
group in the country to udopt this 
suggestion. At a meeting of the club 
the members committed themselves to 
the glass-removing program. Each 
member of the club will keep a careful 
record as to the number of times he 
has to stop to remove glass and will 
also try to form a judgment as to how 
the glass came to be on the road, Other 
clubs are expected to follow their ex- 
ample and enroll their members as 
“knights of the broom.” 

One thing is certain—the person who 
drops bottles on the highway for the 
plensure of hearing them break has be- 
come very unpopular and is going to 
become more so.

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OUR FIRST NATIONAL PARK 


The act of congress in 1823 which set 
aside the Hot Springs of Arkansas and 
four sections of adjoining land “for 
the future disposal of the United 
States, not to be entered, located or 
appropriated for any other purpose 
whatever,” forged into existence the 
first link in our present chain of world- 
excelling national parks. 

This act performed a double purpose 
in that it also served to perpetuate 
and preserve these now celebrated 
springs from commercial monopoly or 
exploitation, 

The Hot Springs Nationa! park res- 
ervation contains upwards of 900 acres 
and is located in the city of Hot 
Springs, which Is not far from the cen- 
ter of the state. The altitude of the 
city 1s about 600 feet, while that of 
the surrounding hills ts about 1,2 
feet above sea level. 

There are 46 hot springs in this 
group. All of them flow out into a 
narrow valley, from the base of what 
is known as Hot Springs mountain. 
There are also quite a number of cold 
springs here, and their waters are used 
both for drinking and in the treatment 
of those who visit this region with the 
hope of leaving their tills behind them 
when they return home. The combined 
flow of all of thesé springs reaches the 
enormous volume of more than 750,000 
gallons every 24 hours. 

Tradition would have us_ belleve 
that the Indians were famillar with 
the medicinal value of these springs 
in the days before tine coming of the 
Spanish explorers, some 400 years 
ago; that the several tribes fought 
bitterly at various times for their con- 
trol, In the belief that the “Great 
Spirit” was ever present in them. 

The temperature of the waters from 
these various springs varies from 102 
to 147 degrees—the average ranging 
from 135 to 147 degrees. These waters 
contain some twenty different kinds 
of mineral matter and are radio-ac- 
tive. 

These hot springs offer rellef from 
many of the allments which beset the 
human race. There are 17 large pay 
bathhouses under governmental super- 
vision. The rates for baths and serv- 
ice are fixed by the director of nationat 
park service at Washington. The park 
is administered by a resident superin- 
tendent and is open all the year.

THE RIVER THAT FLOWS BACK- 
WARD 

Like all normal and well-behaved 
rivers, the Chicago river carried its 
waters from its head toward its 
mouth, emptying into Lake Michigan. 
The building of a drainage canal from 
its head through the ridge that divides 
the drainage between Lake Michigan 
and the rivers farther west to a con- 
nection with the river system, reversed 
this natural and orderly procedure, 
with the expected, although astonish- 
ing result, that the waters of this river 
now flow from the lake into its mouth 
and out through its head into the 
drainage canal. 

Flowing from Lake Michigan the 
Chicago river runs through the city of 
Chicago, separating as it goes into 
North and South branches. These 
branches, in turn, divide-the city Into 
three sections or divisions—North, 
West and South. 

The main channel of this river Is 
about seven miles long, with an aver- 
age width of 200 feet and an average 
depth of 26 feet. This channel has 
been dredged repeatedly until now it 
{s sufficiently deep to accommodate the 
latgest freight boats operating on the 
Great Lakes. This channel is spanned 
by about thirty bridges, which carry 
foot, vehicular, street car and rail traf- 
fie over It. 

Bisecting, as this river does, the 
business heart of America’s second- 
largest city, naturally its banks are 
crowded with warehouses, factories, 
coal and lumber yards and grain ele- 
vators of the largest size. The switch- 
ing tracks of many of the largest 
transcontinental railroads reach the 
land side of these industries, so that 
the rapid and economical interchange 
of traffic and distribution of the prod- 
ucts of our farms and factories are 
here carried on quickly and In a big 





| way. 


The volume of freight tonnage han- 
died by this short, but constantly busy 
little river, bulks astonishingly large.

NDEPENDENCE day will be cele- 
brated in every nook and cranny 
of the United States of America. 
How it will be celebrated Is an- 
other story, since just now the ob- 
servance of this American holiday 
is in a transition stage. The fush- 
ion of celebrating will depend upon 
the spirit of the celebrating com- 
munity. Of course only works of 
necessity will be done. And, with 
pleasant weather, most of our citi- 
zens will celebrate in the open 
air, 

Independence day will also be celebrated after 
a fashion all over the world. For America is a 
world power nowadays and its sons and daugh- 
ters are many in most parts of the earth. 
wherever they are, they will gather in honor of 
the Star-Spangled Banner. For example, 500 Chi- 
cagoans visiting Gothenburg’s tercentennia! will 
give Sweden an object lesson in Fourth of July 
celebrutions. Wherever Old Glory floats, there 
will be some sort of observance of the day the 
homeland celebrates. 

Moreover, all the peoples of earth, with few ex- 
ceptions, will be in sympathy with these celebra- 
tions, for it is coming more and more to be un- 
‘derstood-that American independence and liberty 
stand for a world-wide idea. 

There is one thing, however, that every good 
‘American should do on Independence day.  {te- 
ieffirm his view of patriotism, We have come up 
‘from a humble beginning through storm and stress 
to the first place among the nations of earth. We 
should make firm resolve on the Fourth of July 
that we will not lose that proud eminence through 
the enervating influence of wealth and luxury and 
neglect of patriotic duties. We should try to 
realize how fast history is making in these mod- 
ern days and resolve to help in making it along 
lines of progress, 

Frank W. Mondell of Wyoming, majority floor 
leader of the house, closed a continuous service 
of 18 terms at the end of the last congress. These 
words from his farewell address give us a hint 
of how fast history is making In America: 

“at the close of this congress I shall have 
served my constituents as a member of the con- 
gress 18 terms, or 26 years, and 28 years shall 
have elapsed since I first visited this chamber as 
a member elect. Twenty-eight years Is a brief 
period in the tides of time, but it Is a long period 
in the fe of a man and a considerable period in 
the life of a nation when important history ts in 
the making. My service here has been under six 
presidents—Cleveland, McKinley, Roosevelt, Taft, 
Wilson and Harding; and under five speakers— 
Reed, Henderson, Cannon, Clark and Gillett. Dur- 
ing the period since my service began we have 
fought two foreign wars; we have extended our 
boundaries and our jurisdiction from the contl- 
nent of America to the islands of the eastern and 
western seas and to the farthest Orlent; we have 
united the two great oceans at Panama. We have 
during this period, through the force of our moral 
influence and without Intent or purpose on our 
part, passed from the condition of an tsoiated 
and somewhat unimportant western power to a 
position of acknowledged supremacy in potential 
power and In high moral Influence. 

“At home, measuring our activitles by expendl- 
tures, we have progressed from an annual outlay 
of half a billion to the expenditure in a period of 
war and stress of thirty-three billions in a twelve 
month, and to a present annual outiay of nearly 
four billions. In my first session of congress we 
discussed with apprehension of unjustifiable ex- 
travagence a naval expenditure of less than $30,- 
000,000, the beginning of an effort to revive our 
navy from the moribund condition into which It 
fell following Civil) war.

Independence day this year will have a new 
feature tn Its celebration: the honoring of James 
Monroe, fifth president of the United States and 
author of the Monroe Doctrine, Senate joint res- 
olution 274 in the last congress, to provide for the 
participation of the United States in the observ- 
ance of the one hundredth anniversary of the 
enunciation of the Monroe Doctrine and of the 
ninety-second anniversary of the death of James 
Monroe, is substantially as follows: 

Resolved, etc., That there is hereby established 
the Monroe Doctrine Centennial commission. 
There is hereby authorized to be appropriated the 
sum of $122,500, to be expended by the congres- 
sional commission. The sum of $67,500 may be 
expended in co-operation with the James Monroe 
Memorial Association and Foundation, for the 
purpose of contributing to the purchase and res- 
toration of the former home of James Monroe in 
the city of New York, as a permanent memorial, 
and the creation of a memorial foundation, the 
income from which shall be used for purposes of 
furthering progress, amity, and good will among 
the peoples of the Pan-American republics. Fifty- 
five thousand dollars may be expended In co-op 
eration with the National Committee of Celebra- 
tion for the purpose of participating In a general 
program of public celebration of the one hundredth 
anniversary of the enunciation of the Monroe 
Doctrine to be held In New York and Washington, 
and in the places of the birth and of the burial 
of James Monroe; and participating in memorial 
services to be held in New York, on July 4, 1923, 
the ninety-second anniversary of his death. No 
expenditures shall be made until the James Mon- 
roe Memorial Assoctation and Foundation has ex- 
pended or contracted to expend at least the sum 
of $67,500 for the same purposes. 

When Clemenceau was here he put In his Itin- 
erary two “must” things: To place a wreath at 
Lincoln's tomb and to touch the Liberty Bell. He 
did both, And in this connection, Representative 
F. B. Gernerd of Pennsylvania was moved In the 
last congress to retell the story of the famous 
journey of the Liberty Bell to Allentown, Pa., dur- 
ing the Revolution, He sald In part: 

“It was after the battle of Brandywine, Sept. 11, 
1777, that General Washington ordered the trans- 
fer of all military stores to Bethlehem, Pa, Even 
before that critical hour had arrived, the Pennsyl- 
vania assembly awoke to the gravity of the situa- 
tiom und passed a resolution on the sixteenth day 
of June authorizing the removal of all bells, as 
well os all the copper and brass, In the elty of 
Philadelphia to some place of safety; the Liberty 
Bell was not taken from Independence Hall until 
after General Washington's order had been given. 
It constituted a part of the inilitary train of 700 
wagons, which carried the whole of the heavy 
baggage of the army, which was escorted by 200 
Virginia and North Carolina soldiers under the 
command of Col. Willlam Polk of North Carolina. 
That famous caravan proceeded along the banks 
of the Delaware river to Trenton, and from there 
traveled through wild and rugged country to Beth- 
lehem, arriving there on the twenty-fourth day of 
September, 1777. After the military train had 
reached Bethlehem the wagon upon which the Lib- 
erty Bell was loaded broke down in the street. 

“The next day the bell was placed on the wagon

Philadelphia is busy getting ready for its sesqul- 
centennial celebration in 1926 by an International 
exhibition, The old city hall or Supreme court 
building, of a group of structures centered by In- 
dependence Hall and facing on Independence 
square, was rededicated with appropriate cere- 
monies in May. The restoration of this bullding 
to its original form has just been completed as 
part of the work of restoring the entire group 
undertaken by the city of Philadelphia to perpetu- 
ate the shrine of American independence, 

The rededication of this building constitutes 
the beginning of a series of historic celebratians, 


culminating in the celebration of the one hundred | 


and fiftieth anniversary of the signing of the Dee- 
laration of Independence through the sesqul-cen- 
tennial exhibition in Philadelphia in 1926 in il 
lustration of the world progress in sclence, art and 
industry since the centennial celebration of 1876. 

The Supreme court building, sometimes called 
the old city hall, was constructed much later than 
Independence Hall, being begun In 1789 and fin- 
ished in 1791. It corresponds with the other bulld- 
lugs and appears as a wing extending to the Fifth 
street corner of “the row.” It was Intended to be 
occupied by the municipal offices of the city of 
Philadelphia, but, as the moment of completion 
coincided with the transfer of the seat of federal 


government from New York to Philadelphia, the | 
use of it was accorded to the Supreme court of the | 


United States, which held !ts sessions there con- 
tinuously until 1800, when it removed to Washing- 
ton. 

Philadelphia promises something new In the way 
of international expositions. Its purpose {1s three- 
fold: 

“To mark the 150th anniversary of the signing 
of the Declaration of Independence; to portray 
the progress of the world particularly In the 50 
years since the Centennial exhibition held fn Phil- 
adelphia in 1876; to create a closer understand- 
ing and foster the good-will of the peoples of the 
world.” 

The dominant alm will be “to interpret the spirit 
of the Twentieth century and to reflect It In beau- 
ty and happiness. New methods and original fea- 
tures will be developed, departing entirely from 
previous expositions, except for their practical les 
sons.” 

Two features «ct least will be new in tnternation- 
al expositions: A vast Automobile Hall, designed 
to portray the progress of the automotive tndus 
try and to present the greatest collection of the 
most highly-perfected motor vehicles from every 
part of the world; a great Alrplane Bullding with 
an airdrome for exhibition purposes, demonstrat- 
ing world achievement In the navigation of the air.
